Many of the officers admitted 
tonight that they were running no 
chances of being caught short-handed, 
as they were on Sunday, when several 
destroyers went to sea with‘only a third 
of their men to rescue the crews and 
passengers, of the ships sunk by the 
German submarine near the Nantucket 
Lightship. So suddenly did the destroy- 
fs put to sea: for their life-saving work 
Sunday thar ‘some of them felt | thie 
strain of being driven under . forced 
draught, and the Ericsson, the Balch, 
and the Cassin were laid up for minor 
repairs to their engines today. .

Battle of Kronstadt Called Brilliant 
Coup Against Rumanians- 


VIENNA, Oct. 9, (via London, Oct. 
11.)}—The recapture from the Rumanians 
of the Transylvanian city of Kronstadt 
is regarded here as having “been due 
largely to the.generalship and strategy 
of General von Falkenhayn, ‘ably sup- 
ported by Austro-Hungarian Generals.

The New York Clearing House tab- 
tion of the returns of national 
, banks under the September call shows 
a vontinuation of the tendency of de- 
posits to increase faster than loans. 
For this city the increase on a year's 
comparison is $410,685,000 for de- 
_ Poaita and $266,504,000 for loans. 
Both are at their high level, but the 


/ eam isthe lowest for a half dozen 


years. The explanation is that the 
Federal reserve system is accumulat- 
ing-gold, and that the banks of the 
interior are carrying their. own re- 
e@erves increasingly. 

‘The Federal Reserve: Board vuppor- 
tunely publishes the staterient that 
the Federal Rese Bank of New 
York has transferred to other Reserve 
banks $191,000,000 gold. Chicago also 
lost $10,000,000 in this manner. The 
pyramiding of reserves is passing, al- 
‘though it has not passed, The coun- 
try balances here are not declining 
while New York is losing gold, for the 
use for them here is rather greater 
than less. \?That is clear from the 
large increase in the item of Clearing 
House exchanges, and the full main- 
témance of the item “due to banks 
and bankers.” The corresponding 
figtres for country banks are not yet 
available, but’ there is confirmation 
for .this interpretation of the city 
Dank figures in Tur ANNALIST’s pub- 
Meation of the. compilation by the 
Céntroller of the Currency of the 
facts regarding the country’s 100 
largest banks. They include all with 
resources above $15,000,000 up to 
$615,000,000 by one bank; in this city, 
of course. Altogether New York 
City accounts for twenty of the 100 
banks, and for something less than 
half. of their total resources. The 
benks of this city are in number but 
one-quarter of 1 per cent. of the coun- 


fl @ry’s national banks, but they hold 


ené-fifth of the resources of all na- 
tional banks, Philadelphia has nine 
of the 100, and several cities have. 
gix apiece. Of six banks with $200,- 
G00,000 resources, five are in New 
York and one in Chicago. 

This statistical picture is ne¢essary 
to.correct an impression authoritative- 
ly spread, that the new banking sys- 
tem is.in some way detracting from 
the importance of New York as a 
Banking centre. Even the President 
fm his Shadow Lawn speech said, re- 
garding the growth of the country’s 
Ranking resources under present con- 
ditions of prosperity:

THE NEED OF VIGILANCE. 

To: the warning of the Allied Gov- 
ernmeeate that neutral submarines in 
waters visited by belligerent subma- 
rines might find themselves in great 
danger, there was, of course, but one

possible answer, ‘and that answer our 


Government gavé in the hote of Au- 
gust 31, when it said that the respon- 
sibility for any neglect of a belligerent 
to distinguish between enemy and 
neutral submarines “must rest entirely 
upon the negligent power.” That was 
the answér we made to Germany when 
in proclaiming the war zone about the 
British Islands. she pointed out that 
neutral vessels would expose them- 
selves to danger within that zone be- 
cause of the misuse of neutral flags 
and of the contingencies of maritime 
wartare. It was upon that occasion 
that the Department of State used the 
words “strict accountability” and 
warned Germany. that the destruction 
of any American vessel or of American 
lives through mistakes or otherwise 
would be very hard to reconcile with 
the friendly relations now existing be- 
tween the two Governments. The 
adoption by the Allies of a form of 
warning we have already rejected 
when given by Germany is 86 inept as 
to be somewhat astonishing. 

The/danger to which the Allies refer 
is quite imaginary, since submarines 
of the United States visiting waters 
where the presence of German subma- 
rines was suspected would not be sub- 
merged, showing merely a periscope: 
they would go their way upon the sur- 
face of the sea and they would fly 
their colors. - In such circumstances a 
mistake, indeed, would carry with it 
full responsibility. ; 

In the note of Aug. 31 we déclined 
the request of the Allied Powers that 
belligerent submarines be excluded 
from the use of our neutral waters and 
harbors. The note was written many 
weeks before the visit of the U-boat 
which sank five ships near the Nan- 
tucket light. The request is not 
one which it is easy to grant, since 
the exclusion altogether of war 
submarines and merchant subma- 
rines might be held to involve the 
necessity of a general rule of exclusion 
of all: belligerent craft, which, of 
course, would be out of the question. 

Nevertheless, the danger to our neu- 
trality from visiting submarines lies 
in plain sight before us. According 
to the position taken in the note of 
Aug. 31, we shall not exclude under- 
sea boats, but we must watch our 
visitors. In our own interest, it will be 
necessary that during their coming, 
their stay, and their going they be ob- 
served with unusual vigilance. Viola- 
tions of our neutrality, possibly sub- 
jecting us to heavy damages, might 
easily be accomplished by a submarine 
paying a visit of courtesy or even by 
a merchant undersea boat ostensibly 
on a commercial errand. Against that 
we must be on our guard.

DISFRANCHISEMENT WEEK. 

This is registration week, and thou- 
sands of. voters are being disfran- 
chised by the election laws of New 
York State. The laws are intended to 
disfranchise them, and they operate 
so as to disfranchise, in the main, the 
very voters who are most desirable— 
intelligent, thoughtful voters. They 
are particularly intended to disfran- 
chise voters In the City of New York. 

Two things are to be wished for in 
elections—that intelligent voters be 
encouraged to vote, and that fraudu- 
lent voting be prevented. Years ago 
the City of New York was disagreea- 
bly distinguished for fraudulent vot- 
ing, and in attempting 4 cure this the 
lawmakers lost sight entirely of the 
other desideratum. They leaned so far 
that they_bent backward. The per- 
sonal registration law, so far as it af- 
fects great cities, was tmproved and 
improved until now it may almost be 
said that the burden of proof is on the 
voter to show that he is not a fraud. 
Or rather, in seeking to prevent fraud, 
everything has been made as easy as 
possible for ‘the election officers and 
as hard as possible for the voter, 

Any voter who does not happen to 
be in New York City this week loses 
his vote. The number of such voters 
ina city of:such. size must be large.

Jeling are not, as'a rule, of the {ilit- 


erate or undesirable classes; they are 
not millionaires, either; they are men 
capable of: thinking about the ques- 
tions at stake and casting intelligent 
votes—salesmen, buyers, newspaper 
reporters, business egents; and the 
higher classes of labor, such as rail- 
road men. 

Qther States take pride {n such vot- 
ers and try to conserve, their votes. 
Their laws make provision for such 
cases, by such means as subsequent 
registration, mail registration, or reg- 
istration by affidavit.

_ MR. GERARD’S HOLIDAY. 

Ambassador GERARD, returning to 
his country for a short rest after a 
three years’ absénce, most of which 
has, been spent in unexpected - toil 
manfully handled, finds it necessary 
at the outset to brush away a swarm 
of rumors about the reasons for his 
coming. He denies that he has come 
here to bring either a plea for peace 
ora warning of Schrecklichkeit. He 
has come, he says, for a rest, as other |! 
envoys have returned. His word 
should .be taken for it, and the rest 
should be granted him. He has served 
his country well. 

The men appointed to our missions 
and embassies abroad were named 
with no thought of the fearful situa- 
tion of which they were so soon to 
become a part. They have done their 
work with a skill and faithfulness 
which should shame Mr. HUGHES 
from his attempts to make a partisan 
point by jeering at them as a class. 
None of them all has shouldered 
more cheerfully his great and un- 
looked-for task, or has labored more 
earnestly and conscientiously to dis‘ 
charge it, than Ambassador GERARD. 
The country for which he has worked 
so unremittingly amid such difficul- 
ties—and they have been greater in 
his case than in that of most of his 
colleagues—welcomes him and honors 
him not only for his work but for the 
spirit in which it has been done. 





THE DEMAND OF FORCE. 

Mr. HvuGHEs continues to be grieved 
by Mr. WI Lson’s “ yielding to the de- 
“mand of force and demanding legis- 
“ lation-[the Adamson eight hour law] 
“ without inquiry as to its justice.” 

Does Mr. HuGHEs remember the re- 
marks about woman suffrage made 
by an eminent Republican and former 
Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court on July 31, 19167 

Some time ago a consideration of our 

“economic conditions and tendencies, of 
the position of women in gainfuF occu- , 
pations, of the nature and cause of 
this demand, led one.to the conclusion 
that the granting of woman suffrage 
is inevitable. © * * We shall have 
a constantly intensified effort and a 
distinctly feminist organization con- 
stantly. perfecting its organization to 
the subversion of normal political 
issues. 

Without consideration of the justice 
of ‘woman suffrage, without inquiry 
as to its past effect or probable future 
effect, proceeding from hi8S own as- 
sumption or intesior illumination of 
the inevitability of woman suffrage, 
he favored woman suffrage by States, 
according to the Republican national 
platform. The next day, being incapa- 
ble of vacillation, he favored woman 
suffrage by Federal amendment. He 
was ‘‘ held up "’ by the Woman’s Party. 
He yielded to the force of imaginary 
inevitability. “For a brave man,” 
writes Dr. Eniot, in The Attantic 
Monthly, “this seems a strange sub- 
“mission to what he thinks destiny 
“and an intemperate agitation.” 

In the Baltimore speech devoted to 
Dr. E.ioT’s article, we look in vain for 
any reference to this ironical compli- 
ment to the father, of courage, the 
source of firmness, the just and tena- 
cious man whq won't yield to the de- 
mand of force.

COUNT TERAUCHI. 

Count TEeRAvUcHI has thought’ it ad- 
visable to disclaim, fn an Associated 
Press interview, any warlike purpose 
for the new Ministry of which he is 
the head. Possibly” his selection as 
Prime Minister was intended to con- 
vince the Chinese Government of the 
“firmness” of Japan in its treatment 
of and demands upon China. To the 
rest of the world the change of Min- 
istry is to signify nothing. Since 
OxvumMa’s resignation was long expected 
and had been offered more than a year 
ago, since Japan under forms of 
the Constitution is steadily controlled 
by a small group of men, since minis- 
terial responsibility to Parlfament 
does not exist for her, the rise and fall 
of Ministries are rather a perplexity 
to foreigners, a game of the Bilder 
Statesmen, than the indication of poli- 
ciés. If Count Teraucui had passed his 
life in foreign émbassies, instead of 
having ‘been. Director of the Military 
Academy, Minister of War, Field Mar- 
shal, and so/on, his policy could be 
anticipated as*neither more nor less 
warlike on that account. It will be a 
Japanese policy directed by some of 
the ablesf and shrewdest statesmen in 
the world Solely to the believed advan- 
tage of Japan. There is no more pa- 
triotic and loyal people than the Japa- 
nese, The currents of popular opinion 
are turned, the strings of natioral 
and international interests are pulled 
by wise old hands. 

“Count TrRaucu denies that he will 
take-upwith the United States the 
questions of immigration or disarimi- 
natory State legislation. He disclaims 
sympathy with Baron’ SAKATANI’s re- 
cent interview. As to the open door, 
“people talk: of closing” it; but “that 
is a Complete hon possumus.” That is 
perhaps too modest ‘a: phrase.

Cynics in Peking will perhaps re- 
call ill-naturedly that the Japanese 
and the Koreans sprang from the 
same stock, and that since 1910 they 
have had a common destiny. ' 

MILK AND POTATO CONSPIRACIES. 

The first case any the Clayton 
law has resulted in the conviction of 
five officers of the Aroostook Potato 
Shippers’ Association. They had 
claimed exemption for their blacklist 
on the ground that they were an 
agricultural association. It seems 
that they may be conspirators in re- 
straint of trade under the Sherman 
law _ Just the same, The Judge’s 
charge to the jury was that their 
guilt depended upon whether their 
acts were reasonable.‘ The conviction 
is a finding that their acts were un- 
reasonable restraints of trade, and 
that such acts are not exempt under 
the Clayton law, 

The proceedings against our milk 
combinations are under the4Donnelly 
State law. The two anti-trust laws 
are. not the same in: language, but 
there is an equality of argument ac- 
cording to the rule of reason. More- 
over, so far as our milk trade is inter- 
state, the proceedings against the 
producers and the distributers may be 
brought under the Sherman law as 
thus interpreted, the Clayton act not- 
withstanding. There is the like in- 
ference regarding unions whose acts 
may be unreasonable and, therefore, 
unlawful]. In all these cases the 
question is not whether collective bar- 
gaining is right or wrong, but regard- 
ing the quality of the acts of the 
combination. Labor and capital, farm- 
ers and distributers of farm produce, 
producers and consumers, all have‘an 
equal right to combine and to. pro- 
mote their interests in lawful man- 
ner. But none of them has dispensa- 
tion from the law. ‘ 

A signed circular peventiog our 
milk dispute says: “* The present fight 
“is that the laborer and the farmer 
“shall have the right to organize 
“without the benevolente or the su- 
“pervision of any éorporation or 
“trust; that collective capital shall 
“be compelled to deal with collective 
“ producers, and that individual con- 
“tracts shall be forever relegated to 
“the scrap heaps of the past.” Thus, 
according to these distinguished gen- 
tlemen, the authorization of collective 
bargaining passes over into ¢gompul- 
sion of collective bargaining. And 
the compulsion of collective bargain- 
ing is held to include the making of. 
a bargain for both the parties by one 
of them. Individual bargains are 
“scrapped.” There are to be only, 
collective bargains, and those made 


be enforced. 

Fortunately -the law is otherwise. 
Neither party to a bargain is to be 
allowed to enforce its will, whether 
the bargain be individual or collective. 
Every party to a bargain has the 
right to decide whether the bargain 
shalt be individual or collective. And 
contracts are to be \metter of. free- 
will negotiation, not of unreasonable 
constraint by any combination, how- 
ever benevolent the lariguage it uses.

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.,° Oct, .11.— 
With j{ndications increasing that the 
American. and Mexican Joint .Gommis- 
sion is nedring an agreement on the 
method fof patrolling the Mexican bor- 
der after the Pershing expedition is 
withdrawn, the Commissioners - madin- 
tained. silence regarding the discussions 
at the two sessions today. 

Changes in plans suggested for border 
control; as recommended by Major Gen, 
Tasker. H, Bliss, Assistant Chief of 
Staff of the United States Army, were 
placed before the Mexican ‘representa- 
tives by the Americans today. It was 
said the attitude of the Mexicans indi- 
cated a willingness to consider the 
General's suggestions. 

The Mexican Commissioners have re- 
mained inflexible in their refusal to 
hold any negotiations regarding the in- 
ternal affairy of Mexico, its methods 
of taxation or its treatment of foreign- 
ers, and in fact all points not directly 
connected with the border situation un- 
til an understanding is reached for the 
removal of American troops from Mex- 
ican soil. 

If a military arrangement is arrived 
at within the next iew days for co- 
operation “in the hunt for Villa and 
suppressing Mexican raids into this 
country, the arrangement will be a 
strictly military one, and may be limited 
to a recommendation that Carranza 
supplied with muhitions. It’ may résult 
in opening up routes of transportation 
into Mexico’s mining. districts: and en- 
couraging mining enterprises to return. 
The essential first step toward

The Noteholders’ Committee, in a let- 
ter sent out to the creditors holding 
notes indorsed by William T. Evans, 
late President of the dry goods firm, set 
forth that the committee had had nu- 
merous conferences with the Stockhold- 
ers’ Committee and with individual 
stockholders, ‘‘in- the hope that the 
stockholders would present some plan 
under which they would subscribe for 
new moneys to be placed in the busi- 
ness, so that its operation might be con- 
tinued and so that the creditors would 
be paid in fujl within a reasonable 
time.” The stockholders presented no 
such - plan. 

After stating that William T, Evans 
Was indebted to Mills & Gibb approxi- 
mately $950,000, and that he also was 
liable as an indorser upon around §2,- 
100,000. of notes of Mills & Gibb out- 
standing, the noteholder’s letter stated 
that the receivers reported that the or- 
ganization of Mills & Gibb was an ex- 
cellent one, that the volume of business 
was satisfactory, and that it would 
certainly result in serious depreciation 
in values to attempt to liquidate the 
business.

Cotton showed,great nervousness and 
irregularity yesterday. Prices reached 
new high levels, and in fact the general- 
list. sold at the highest level in the 
history of the New York.
